We reserve,, Ljmeserve 
my right, with respect, sir, to comment on this, on that 
statement at an appropriate time in this Inquiry, but it 
strikes us that we will save this Commission a lot of time 
by dispensing with proof of those facts. 

We consider that the Sherwood Park and Campbelltown 
topic has already justified this Inquiry so far as Mr. Hooke 
is concerned, and that we would not wish to pursue matters

A I was Director of Surveys immediately prior to that, for 
quite a short time. 

Q Director of Surveys of which department of government? 

A The department of -- I believe it was Public Works then.

Q Director of Town Planning under the Planning Act? 

A Yes -- that is the same position as Mr. Dant now holds. 

Q Yes. 

A Except that it was under the Department of Highways at that 
time instead of the Department of Municipal Affairs, as it 
is now, when I held it. 

Q Oh.

Q I haventt quite realized how the reference to the Department 
of Highways was relevant in Mr. Dant’s evidence. Perhaps 
you could just give us a word on that. The origin of 
planning, then, was the Highways Act? 

A No, I would say that in its present form it dates back to 
1930 when the Town Planning Act was first passed, and it 
started out at that time under Mionicipal Affairs. Mr. Seymour 
was the first director, and the Provincial Planning Advisory 
Board operated under the Department of Municipal Affairs; 
and that setup lasted until %34, I think it was -- yes -- 
when the --- for reasons of economy the branch, the 
Planning Branch was abolished, and the Highways Commissioner 
assumed a sort of caretaker role, pro tem, as Director of 
Town Planning; and that went on first under the -- under 
the Highways Commissioner, and later, in *37, I believe it 
started, it was transferred to the Director of Surveys, 
and was continuously a post held by the Director of Surveys 


under the Highways Department until -- it would be 1949,

the Crown in overall charge of the administration of the

Q And the post of Director of Town and Rural Planning then was

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(Cont. ) in effect a nominee of the Minister? 

Yes, that’s right,

I think the post of Director was on the nomination of the 
Provincial Planning Advisory Board.

Which in the earlier days consisted of the Honourable Mr.

I believe that that appointment, was effective immediately 
after my relinquishment of the Director's post.

Q It turned out to have some problems, too, though, Mr. 
Holloway?

Q Well then, as you know, this aspect of the inquiry is 
directed toward the institution and development of the area 
originally known as Campbelltown, and now as Sherwood Park; 
and the Commissioner would like to have your evidence as 
to how that came before the Edmonton District Planning 
Commission, and the course of the development there.

It perhaps dates back 
to -- as far back as 1949 -- that is, the background of 

the situation,

When the industrial development in and around Edmonton 
became pretty -- pretty marked in its extent. It was going 
on inside the City and it was going on outside the City, 
particularly in the M.D. of Strathcona. 

And when you speak of the M.D. of Strathcona do you have in 
mind a particular area of it? 

Well, the area immediately adjacent to the City of Edmonton. 
Alongside the river? 

Yes, and south of the river. 


Well, that’s what I meant really, the part --.

Well, in any event we are primarily concerned, I think, with 
the area of development which lies between Edmonton and 
Campbelltown, and you say that first became of interest and 
concern in 19497

among the municipalities concerned, and the City, that they 
needed to do some joint planning; and the Act had been

Recommendation by whom, do you recali? 

By Professor Spence Sales who came to Edmonton to review 
their planning problems. 
Oh, yes.

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Q Was that on the invitation of the Provincial Government or 


the invitation of the City, or do you recall? 


A No, on the invitation of the City. 
Q The City -- oh, yes. 
A He made these recommendations and the Act was changed in 


either *48 or *49, I dontt remember which; and the 


Edmonton District Planning Commission was set up as the 


first of these sorts of commissions that he was proposing. 


Q I dontt recall the Act as it stood in those days, Mr. 
Holloway. Did the amendment provide for district planning 
commissions? 

A There was already some sort of sketchy provision for 


district planning commissions in the Act. The amendments 


made elaborated on that and —— , 


Made it a more useful tool? 


A -- to firm the situation up, and made provision for the 


payment of -- at that time it was fifty percent of the costs 


of operation of these commissions by the Provincial 


Government .

A I think the Order-in-Council providing for the setting up 
of the Commission, was passed in that year, but it didn'tt 
actually become a functioning body until 1950. 

Yes. 

A I know there was a good deal of time spent, sort of 
selling the idea to the municipalities. We had many 
meetings in Mr. Gerhart’s office ~-- who at that time was 
Minister of Municipal Affairs, with the municipalities, 
and trying to explain to them the benefits of it. 

Q Yes. Well, in the end result, Mr. Holloway, so far as I 
can gather from the testimony which has already been given, 
not only Edmonton but all the municipalities, whether rural 
or town or whatnot, did join in the Commission on a

represented at the outset. Mr. Putnam, who was Deputy-Minister 
of Agriculture, I know was on the Commission in the early 
days, but whether from the beginning I am not sure. 


Now, you were then appointed as a governmental representative? 


A Yes, I was representing Public Works at that time. 

Q Public Works, yes, and were you appointed Chairman of the 
Commission? 

A I dontt know whether I was appointed or whether I was 
elected. 

Q Oh, well, I perhaps used the wrong term. Does the 


constitution of the Commission require the Commission 
itself to nominate its own chairman? 

A I think it must have because in 1952 when I relinquished 
the chairmanship, I remember that the Commission sort of 


had a show of hands on who should be the next chairman. 





Q Well in any event -—-— ,

CLEMENT: (Cont.) this matter at a time approaching the 
matters in issue here. Had there been any applications for 
subdivision -- to put it briefly -- of land in areas 
Surrounding Edmonton prior to the application that was 
brought forward by Mr. Campbell? 

A No, I dontt think so, There had been a number of enquiries, 
It was sort of fashionable in that time in professional 
planning circles to promote the idea of what were called 
"satellite towns" -- and I think nee maybe as guilty as 
any of the other planners around here -- there werenft very 
many: Mr. Dant and Mr. Lash and a couple of young planners 
who worked for the Commission initially -- Seis AB of 
promoting this idea of satellite towns as a means of 
dispersing population, and avoiding the remedies of over- 
crowding and -- . 

Avoiding the problems of Toronto or something of that sort? 

A Yes, that's right, and this was tied up, too, with civil 
defence which, as you will probably recall, was a rather 
hot issue at the time. The dispersal of industry was being 
advocated by the civil defence people, and this all sort of 
tied in. Instead of having a lot of people in one place, 
spread them out and scatter them around, and satellite towns 
were being talked about quite seriously; but although we 
had some enquiries about satellite town development around 
Edmonton, I don't think we ever had any Serious suggestions, 
and I never did characterize Mr. Campbell’s proposal as a 
‘satellite town development, 
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But in any event, Exhibit 158 to which was annexed Exhibit 
159 was the first application that came before the Edmonton 
District Planning Commission for a development? 

M-hm. Yes, I recognize this now, this refers to the initial 
proposal which covers the whole section. 

The whole of Section 27? 

Yes and I believe that was then owned by Mr. Hooke, Mr. 
Hunter and Mr. Schneider. 

Is there a Smeltzer? 

Smeltzer. This particular application came before the 
Commission in late 1951 as a result of, as far as I was 
concerned, an approach that was made to me in the spring of 
1951 by Mr. Campbell and Mr. Hooke. JI remember that we had 
recently moved and had no telephone and because he was 
unable to phone -- 

You mean by we the Commission? 

My family. 

Oh, you, your family? 

Yes, and because he was unable to telephone or get us by 
phone, Mr. Hooke drove out, I lived out in the west of the 
City at that time, he drove out to the house one evening in 
company with Mr. Campbell and Mr. Spady, his brother-in-law. 
Now, this call to your house preceded the date of the 
Exhibits we have been mentioning? 

Yes, this was about, oh, say the lst of May, somewhere around 


there. 
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Q 

A 

Q Very well, what passed at that meeting? 

A Well, I was introduced to Mr. Campbell and Mr. Spady, I 
think I met Mr. Spady once before but, Mr. Campbell was a 
complete stranger to me and Mr. Hooke, of course, I knew 
quite well. He was my boss as the Minister in charge of 
Personnel Administration and in my capacity as Chairman of 
the Public Service Commission I reported to him and I had 
previously known him as Chairman of the Civil Service 
Pension Board when I was the Civil Service representative on 
that Board. So, I knew Mr. Hooke well and, they came into 
the house and there was some sort of desultory conversation 
at first, then they said they had come to ask my advice or 
consult me about the way to go about establishing a townsite 
and I asked them where it was and what sort of a townsite 
and, this sort of thing and I gathered that what they had in 
mind, what Mr. Campbell had in mind, the way it was 
presented to me, this was a brain wave Mr. Campbell had had 
and Mr. Hooke was there helping him to go about it in the 
right fashion. As Minister of Economic Affairs. 

Q I was just about to ask you this, his interest being 
displayed then was as Minister of Economic Affairs? 

A Yes, that is right. 
And the general development of the area? 

A Yes, and what Mr. Campbell was proposing to do was to 


establish some sort of townsite development on land near the 
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A (cont. ) river north of the Imperial Oil 
Company's refinery. 

Q Would you excuse me just a moment please. Excuse me Mr. 
Commissioner, the slight disintegration of the timetable 
that my friend Mr. Wright has mentioned requires me, from 
time to time, to relieve witnesses from wasting their time 
here. 

Now, I am sorry to have interrupted you Mr. Holloway, 
would you carry on? 

A Yes. Mr. Campbell was proposing to develop or promote the 
development of a townsite on this land north of the Imperial 
Oil refinery right across the river from where the C.I.L. 
Plant -- not C.I.L., the Celanese Plant was either being 
built or had just been built and -- 

Q Well now, just let me pick the thread up on that, that was 
on the north side of the river you say? 

A No, the townsite proposed was on the south side of the river 
asea recall. 

But north of the -- 

A North of the Imperial Oil Plant or northeast or northwest, 

in that vicinity. 


Yes? 





And they wanted to know what I thought of it and how they 
should go about getting the proposal before the District 
Planning Commission and I certainly discouraged them because 


the location was poor, it was too close to the City, the 
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A (cont. ) access to it was not good, it was 
not big enough, it was less than a quarter section, just a 
fractional quarter section. 

Q Well tell me, can you give us any assistance as to whether 

this particular area which you are now referring to, north 

or northeast or northwest of Imperial Oil became the site 
of Campbelltown? 

No. 

How far distant away was that? 

Oh, five or six miles from where Campbelltown is now. 


Very well? 


moO fF CO 


Five or six miles, that is in towards the City and I said 

I didn't think much of the idea and the only thing they 
could go and do was to talk to the municipality and perhaps 
the City because it was so close to the City, it was just 
outside, oh, a mile or so outside the City Limits. 

Oh yes, I see? 

And, they were a bit down in the mouth about this advice 

but they went away and I never heard any more about this 
matter until the fall of 1951 and I think I next met Mr. 
Campbell or heard from Mr. Campbell in September or, it may 
have been October of that year. I recall meeting with Mr. 
Campbell -- 

Q That was, just to make clear about this Mr. Holloway, this 
meeting with Mr. Campbell was before these two Exhibits came 
to the Commission? 


A Yes. 
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Very well? 



















A I remember meeting with him and Mr. Hooke either in my own 
office or they came to my office or I went to Mr. Hooke'ts 
office, I dontt know which and they wanted to still discuss 
this townsite proposition and I discovered they hadn't got 
anywhere with it as far as the municipality was concerned, 
I hadn't expected they would and their problem was, Mr. 
Campbell's problem was to find some other location. He 


wanted to develop a townsite, the municipality wanted him 
to do something because they were afraid Edmonton was going 


to seize the industries that were developing in Strathcona. 


Q It has been touch and go for some time about that too, hasn't 
a ond 

A Yes. 

Q And Mr. Holloway, when you said that the municipality had 


discouraged them about the site you first mentioned, close 


to the border of the City -~ 


A Yes. 

Q -- do you mean the City municipality or the country 
municipality? 

A The county, now the county. 

Q What is now the County of Strathcona? 


A Yes, I believe it turned out that the land was held by 
Imperial Oil or one of the industries and they wouldn't 
release it anyway. 


Q I see. 
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Anyhow, I remember we sort of kicked around various 
locations. In the meantime I had been looking into this 
matter of suitable locations for satellite towns or as near 
as we can get to satellite towns. 

Because of some time sequence that has been given in 
evidence, would you direct your memory as closely as 
possible to when this conversation took place. You said 
early in September, is that your best memory? 

I would say September, late September, give or take twenty 
days one way or the other. 

Oh you mean anywhere from the 10th of September to the 

10th of October? 

That's about it, yes. 

I see, I am sorry to have interrupted you but I think it is 
of interest in determining the day of this conversation in 
which they came to you in fact to discuss the townsite? 

I have some notes that I made in my diary at that time, they 
are very scanty and sketchy. 

Did you bring your diary with you? 

Pardon? 

Did you bring your diary with you? 

No I didntt, it is in a sort of a private shorthand that 
means very little to anybody else. 

Have you looked at it to refresh your memory? 

I did, I looked at it over the week-end and there is an 


entry in there indicating that I had a discussion with Mr. 
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A (cont. ) Campbell and Mr. Hooke, it doesn't say where 
and it was not necessarily on that particular day but 


within a few days. 


Q Well, as a matter of interest, what date was that recorded 
against? 

A That was October lst I think. 

Q Oh I see, so it might have been a week, one way or the 
other? 

A Yes, it was probably on that date or even ten days or so 


prior to it. 

Q Yes, very well, then again, I seem to be interrupting you 
but I would like to clarify the points as we go along? 

A I see. Anyhow, these alternative locations were discussed 
and I remember the suggestion, there was a suggestion that 
a site at Fort Saskatchewan be investigated and a site at 
Bremner, near Bremner to be looked into and there may have 
been one or two others but during the course of the 
conversation Mr. Campbell said to Mr. Hooke, he said, you 

/| know that farm of yours would make a good townsite, as 


| though he had just thought of it and for all I knew, he had 





and, Mr. Hooke would hear nothing of it, he wasn't interested 
in selling the farm, he had just acquired the farm and he 
wanted to raise horses there and he wasntt a bit interested 
in selling the farm or making the farm available for a town- 
sice. 


Q A governmental weakness at that time? 
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A Pardon? 
Q Carry on? 
A Now, I have read the evidence of Mr. -- one of the previous 


witnesses and the inference is that Mr. Hooke at about that 
time was ready to sell the farm for townsite development but, 
if he was putting on an act that night for my benefit he was 
a darn good actor, I can assure you. 

Q Well Mr. Holloway, really we shouldn't go outside the 
realities and speculate who were actors and who weren't. 
Just give us what in fact happened? 

A Well, Mr. Hooke didn't want this land to be made available 
for a townsite and Mr. Campbell wanted to know what I thought 
of it and I said it had possibilities, it was high and dry, 
it had good road access and it wasn't very good agricultural 
land, it wouldn't matter too much if it did become used for 
some other purpose than agriculture but it was still too 
close to the City to become truly a satellite town and there 
was little possibility there would be any independent local 
industry established there. Anyway, Mr. Campbell the more 
he talked about it, the more enthusiastic he got and I 
parted from them with Mr. Campbell still trying to persuade 
Mr. Hooke that this was what he should do and that was the 
first inkling I got that there might be a townsite on that 
land. Now -- 

Q Was the discussion anything more than in general terms? 


You speak of a townsite, was it discussed as a townsite from 
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Ceont...) a technical point of view or just an area in 


which there would be a housing development, as you recall? 
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No, they were talking about a townsite. 

A townsite? 

Because one of the ideas behind the whole thing was to 
provide a separate town for the employees of the refineries 
and the industries to live in within the municipality. 

I suppose it could be and should have been called a housing 
development, but = 

Loosely spoken of as a townsite? 

Yes. Well, events moved pretty rapidly after that. As I 
remember, Mr. Campbell finally persuaded Mr. Hooke, it was 
not too long afterwards, that he would make one hundred and 
twenty acres of the farm available for a townsite. Mr. 
Hooke wanted to keep at least forty acres himself and he was 
going to retain the southwest quarter section, the southwest 
quarter = 

The southwest quarter of the quarter section? 

Yes, Legal Subdivision 4 I think it would be. And he was 
prepared to give Mr. Campbell an option on the rest of the 
quarter section, and this was in October that I heard this, 
and at that time I believe there was a man from California 
here, his name was Angellilo. 

Well now, just before you pass to California. 

Well, he was becoming interested in this project. 

No, but - 

He was going to put some money into it. 

But the application, Exhibit 159, referred to a section? 


Yes. 
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Q- Do you know whether at this stage Mr. Campbell had also 
come to understandings with the other two owners that you 
have mentioned? 

A I think so, I believe it was this Angellilo who had come 
from California - 

Oh. 

A - who had suggested to him that he go ahead and get options 
on Hunter’s and Smeltzer'’s land. 

Q Oh, I see. 

A Because Mr. Hooke’s quarter section was not going to be big 
enough for the sort of thing he wanted to sink money into. 

Q Oh, I see, yes. 

A And I remember that Mr. Campbell took me up to the Corona 


Hotel, I believe it was, to meet Mr. Angellilo, and we 


———— 


afterwards drove out to this Section 27 and took a general 
look at the land and all four of the quarter sections, and 
| tramped through the snow, there was snow on the ground at 
' the time; and I believe that was all that happened at that 
moment. As far as I know Mr. Angellilo went back to 
California with the idea of making money available or 


raising money. 





Q What was the purpose in interesting you to this extent of 
going out and seeing the section, Mr, Holloway; was it to 
make you acquainted with the matter before it came before 


| the Commission or what? 





hi Mainly, I think. I think there was some idea that I would 


give them some help, you know. Anyway, I did give help in

A (cont.) connection with the initial application that came 
before the Commission, I think in November that year. 

Q Yes? 

A I drew a sketch plan of a townsite development in this 
location, and I assisted Mr. Campbell, I remember, with 
preparing the written particulars of what he proposed to do. 


That is a document that you looked at? 


A That is the letter I looked at. 

Q Now, just so that we may see whether you can identify this 
Exhibit. I cantt find it here. If these were marked where 
I could see them =. Well, I am sorry, Mr. Holloway, there 


was an Exhibit put in which now seems to have temporarily 
eluded me. 
A This plan I drew at that time was quite a sketchy rough 


outline plan. 


THE COMMISSIONER: The outline plan is Exhibit 170. 

MR. CLEMENT: Well sir, 170, well, I will try and 
find 170. 

THE COMMISSIONER: If you want to sit down while you 


are waiting, Mr. Holloway, it will be some time. 
Q MR. CLEMENT: it turned.up. i produce to you 
Exhibit 170, is that signed by you in the bottom right? 
Yes, that is not the plan though I drew at the time. 
That is not the plan? 
It was like that but much more a bare-bones sort of thing. 
I see. 


It didn't have all that detail on it.

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MR. CLEMENT: Well, carry on then please, Mr.

Anyway, I prepared this sketch plan and helped Mr. Campbell 
with his written application, and that eventually went in 
to, to the Commission, and I am just trying to remember now 
whether I signed that plan as an Alberta Land Surveyor. I 
don’t think it was necessary for me to do so. rea) event, 
I may have done because I was still, still registered as an 
Alberta Land Surveyor at that time, although I had in the 
interval between the spring of the year and that fall 
relinquished my job as Director of Surveys, and had been 
appointed full time or on a full time basis as Chairman of 
the Public Service Commission. 

Oh, yes.

Q MR. CLEMENT: We have in evidence Exhibit 162 


which is the Minutes of a special meeting held on, a 
Special Committee I should say, of a meeting held on 
December 5th and you presiding as Chairman; does this 


refresh your memory? 


A Yes, I think that was the Commission's initial action on the 
application. 

Q To strike a Committee which held a meeting?

"The Chairman stated that at the present time the 
project was not at the stage where it could be 
dealt with by the Commission, and that the Minister 
of Economic Affairs had promised his cooperation and 
expressed his intention to keep the Commission 
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Holloway - Clement Ex. 

(cont.) advised of any further developments in connection 
with the project as they might arise." 

The part saying that the project was not at the stage where 

it could be dealt with by the Commission was, I am pretty 

sure, with reference to the matter of financing, that had 

not been arranged or settled, and I think Mr. Campbell 

himself had appeared about that time and had asked to have 

it deferred. 

Yes? 


And the Minister of Economic Affairs promising to cooperate 


amounted to a proposal or a promise to have his Department 


advise the Commission of any industrial development that 
was anticipated in the area. Usually his Department got to 
know of these things before anyone else, in Government 
circles at any rate, and, of course, they were, they kept 
their own counsel about them until they became fact. And 

I know that on two or three occasions Mr. Plotkin and I, 
either individually or together, had approached, I believe 
it was Mr. Martland at that time, the Director of Industrial 
Development, to check up on rumors we had heard about 
industrial development that was said to be going to take 
place in the Commission, in the district area; and Mr. 
Martland was very cagey about this information, he wouldn't 
tell us anything, he wouldn't say "yes" or "no", and I know 


that finally I went to Mr. Hooke and asked if we could get 





this sort of information on a confidential basis because 





without it the Commission was working more or less in the

Q Yes? 

A You couldn't plan if you didn't aaw what you were planning 
for. 

Q Yes? 

A And he promised that we would get cooperation from the

standing that the information would be given to the 
Chairman of the Commission only, and subject to the 


understanding that he use it very discretely. 


Q Now, "Mr. Lash moved that the small committee which had 
been appointed ...", that was the Special Committee? 

A Yes, I would judge so. 

Q .... that had been appointed to consider this proposal and 


which had met on December 5th last for this purpose be 
reconstituted for the purpose of considering the municipal 
implications of the proposed townsite development; now, 
what was involved particularly in that, do you recall, 
Mr. Holloway? There has been some discussion here, I 
realize it is a long time ago, but there has been discussion 
here of the interests of ene City and the interests of 
Strathcona, and so on? 

A. I think that had reference to what status the Town would 
have, would it be a incorporated Town or Village or would 
it remain a Hamlet in the municipality. 


I see, yes, thank you. Now, we come to Exhibit 163, which

Q Was the conclusion of that meeting that that townsite be not 
approved? 
A The committee waS unanimous that there was a clear need for 


some form of urban development between Fort Saskatchewan 
and the City of Edmonton -- and it says again, a little 
further on --- the information concerning industrial 
development points to the need for a townsite that would 
accommodate a population in excess of thirty thousand. 

The committee felt that the need for the location of such a 
townsite was immediate -- and it goes on to advocate the 
development of a true satellite town. 

The concluding opinion of the 
committee was that Mr. Campbell and his backers should be 
contacted with a view to having them participate with the 
Commission in locating a townsite elsewhere in the general 
area, the townsite to be planned comprehensively and in 
better relationship to probable future needs. And that is 


neither yes nor no.

Q Well, I’m showing you Exhibit 167 -- I’m not suggesting that 
you have ever seen it before, but does it refresh your 


memory at all?

You see, what we are interested in 
Mr. Holloway is, there is some record of continuing activity 
and possibly continued activity of yours in particular with 
respect to Section 27 and the proposed development without 
reports and tentative plans and now you come to a formal 
application on behalf of the intended developer and we are 


interested in knowing how that came about and whether Mr. 
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Q (cont. ) Hooke influenced you in any way in these 


activities of yours at the time? 


MR. GILL: That is a number of questions. 

Q MR. CLEMENT: No, I am telling him what we are 
interested in. The question was one sentence although 
complex.

Edmonton in particular, were not, well, not openly opposed 
but they were much opposed to the whole idea, they didn’t 
think that it was necessary and they weren’t supporting it 
in any way: and this division aggravated the feeling that 
existed between Strathcona and the City of Edmonton. 

They thought that the City of Edmonton was trying to get 
control of the industries out in that area in order to 

get the assessment, this was the general feeling behind the 
whole thing. It was Mr. Thompson of Devon, I believe, who 
made the motion that the meeting should be held sort of in 
camera and that the ballots should be secret. It was felt 
that if it was an open ballot by the usual show of hands 
the feeling that existed among the members or between the 
municipalities would be aggravated because it would be known 
exactly who had voted for it and who hadn't,

Who procured that appointment for you? 

What happened was that in 1950, or at the time that I was 
assigned to that duty, I was called in to see Mr, Manning.
